KENTUCKY DERBY FAVORITE WORKS THREE- 
QUARTERS IN 1:14%. PULLED UP. 



Carried 128 Pounds and Showed Sensational Speed 
Under Restraint — Helen Barbee Works a Half 
in :48 and Others Also Show Speed. 



Louisville. Kv., April 7. — At Churchill Downs and 
Douglas Dark today there were several trials of the 
sensational sort. The Kentucky Derby favorite. 
Hawthorn, worked six furlongs in 1:14%. pulled up. 
alter having gone the lirst eighth in MIL the quarter 
in :23%, thrif-eighths in :30%, the half in :4S%. 
and five eighths in 1:01%. lie was under restraint 
all the way . Had trainer Trevey so ordered, lie could 
have worked much faster. He had up 12S pounds. 
Hawthorn lias been tmVisurcd around the girth and is 
found to Is* seventy-three inches. As good a judge 
us 1'. D. Weir says that lie can recall no three year- 
old that ever measured so much and that Koseben 
never was more than seventy-live inches in girth, 
even when lie had fully matured. 

The best work done bj a two-year-old was .7. D. 
Maylow's half in :4!l. pulled up. The first quarter 
was run in :2g% and three-eighths iu :35. Helen 
Barbee did the fastest work of the older horses, 
running a half iu :48, after having gone the first 
quarter in :23 and three-eighths in :35%. 

George .1. Isuig's Kentucky links candidate. Semp- 
rftc. ran three-quarters in 1:16%. covering the first 
half iu : 4!*. The only other Derby candidate worked, 
except Hawthorn, was Prince Heruiis. lie went 
five eighths iu 1:05. the lirst three furlongs lwing 
covered iu :37 Vr. and the lialf in :50%. A maiden 
two year-old by .Km- Carey, owned by It. .1. Mac- 
kenzie. went three eighths in :3B%.' handily. An 
unnamed' Hastings filly in Dan Ix-iiHii's stable went 
a half iu :49%, after having run the first three fur- 
longs in :3t;.

lime for a good horse and it may lm that lie will 
add a good three year-old to his stable before Hie 
I meeting begins at the Downs on May 10. 

Trainer R. e. Brooks arrived at the Downs with 
W. F. Schulte's stable, wliieh now consists of hut 
two* horses, betii t wo year-olds. Noiseless, a hay eolt 
ami a filly l»y Sir lluon — Gram] Mary. Jockey E. 
Martin is now with It. C. Brooks, lie was married 
at Charleston to Miss Annie Cole. 

Miller Henderson is ouee more a trainer, having 
taken tin the four-year-old Brave and a two-year-olio 
IDs racing partner. Frank H. Hogan, will he here 
shortly from Pasadena, and this firm expects to 
secure some promising racing material with the idea 
of beginning a campaign ouee more with virtually 
an entirely new stable. 

I-. I!. Bradley, who is at Churchill Downs daily 
noting the work of his big string of horses in 
training, rcimrts that he has eight foals of remark- 
able breeding and individuality this season at Idle 
Hour Farm. Four of the number are by Canard, 
including a chestnut odt out of Izell, ,-i chestnut 
colt out of Melton Mobray, a chestnut filly out of 
Lady Kismet and a chestnut filly out of Sweet 
Alice. There arc two. the first of bis get. by the 
famous Jack Atkin, "tic lwing a bay colt out ot 
Tower of Candles and the other a chestnut filly out 
of Dhillist ia. the dam of I’hil Finch. There are still 
four mares due to foal to Cuiiard at Idle- Hour 
Farm, thus- to Jack Alkfu. six to Sain and two to 
Helmet.

Minnie 
Adams, hut is regretting that Minnie Adams 
proved barren (hi* year. The foals by Sain that have 
come thi* year so far are a hay colt out of Wayward 
1 uss and a lilaek eolt out of Konie, a Burns Han- 
dball winner, wliieh is the dam of Penn and Bell 
Horse. Tile great Love Not is also due soon to 
foal to Sain ami another mure that will drop a foal 
shortly to this great horse is Itandcllo. a half sister 
to Celt. The mares yet to foal to Jack Atkin are 
Black Mary, (trill and Wldsk Broom. Idle Hour 
Farm now contains :;:vr« acres and is divided into 
fifteen paddocks in which run the forty-three thor- 
oughbred broodmares now there. In addition to the 
bottle place.

Tlie Lexington turfman is confident that with the 
mares in- iios-csses and the sires available at Idle 
Hour Farm it is only a question of time when he 
will breed j Ketilucki Derby winner. 

The California turfman, A. B. Soreekels. shipped 
here eight horses, one of which is the three-year-old 
Amity and the others the two-year-olds Bi*ks. liar 
linnl. Sisiu*. Manson. Hyki. Cosis and (talar. 
Hyntln Ceos. I •iirin. Itaiigi. Kimifax and TTiork. 
the oilier horses that trainer W. C. Carroll shipped 
to Juarez from California, have either been sold or 
sent tieek to the ranch. Those shipiK-d here landed 
it! good condition with the exception of Munson, 
which was a sick borne, tint in no danger of dying. 
With the exception of Hyki and Cosis. all the

AIM IS HIGH CLASS RACING. 



Speculative Feature to Be Relegated to Rear in 
Proposed New York Revival. 



The New York Sun. in discussing tlie prisqiective 
revival of racing on tlie New York tracks, lias tills 
to say: 

“Under tlie Scuddcr decision eminent attorneys 
have advised tlie racing interests Unit they can pr >- 
eeed without fear of prosecution for alleged viola 
tlons of the so-called directors' liability law. The 
Scuddcr decision also permits oral betting between 
individuals, tin* laying of odds, the acceptance of 
a wager which may be recorded by the bettor. 

“Not long ago it is said that two prominent mem- 
bers of tlie Jockey Club called ou Governor Subser 
at Albany and explained the plans for a renewal of 
the siMirt. According to tlie story told in Albany. 
Governor Sulzcr informed tlie turfmen that so long 
as it was clear that tlie racing interests were will- 
ing to spend money to place the turf on a high plane 
and also to rebuild tlie thoroughbred industry lie 
would not interfere. But if the gambling element 
was allowed to dominate the tracks he would take 
measures to have new legislation passed. 

“With the idea of establishing high class racing 
and of helping the breeders in various parts of tlie 
country, at the same time keeping tlie professional 
Itookmakers out of the game, the Jockey Ultiti anil 
tlie racing associations have started witli a clean 
slate. It is admitted al the outset of (tic new era 
that racing must be made attractive in order to earn 
tin- support of tin' public. As good horses are scarce 
and as tlie Canadian and Kentucky tracks will offer 
valuable stakes and purses a mini her of New York 
men interested in the various racing associations 
operated under tile jurisdiction of the Jockey Club 
have agreed to subscrilie a large amount of money 
to provide suitable attractions for horsemen. 

"Interests have lieeu pooled to conduct tlie meet- 
ings at Belmont Park. Jamaica and Saratoga, ami 
what is to tie known as ’The Owners' Fund’ tins 
been subscribed by August Belmont, It. P. Whit- 
ney. Thomas F. Ryan. H. K. Knapp. John Sanford, 
H. T. Oxnard. James Butler, Joseph E. Widener. 
K. T. Wilson. Charles Kohler, George l). Widener. 
Frederick Johnson and other prominent men. with 
others to lie heard from. Tlie fund will lie used to 
provide added money* for well known stake fixtures, 
soiling stakes and overnight races. The big stakes 
will call for $2,000 or $2,500 added, with $1,800 for 
selling stakes and $400 or $5(81 for tlie oilier trials 
of speed. At Belluont Park the expenses will lie 
paid out of Hu- fund and many iiig races famous in 
former years will Is- run |herc. 

” ‘Racing will Is- conducted strictly within the 
law.’ said s prominent steward of the Jeckc.v Club, 
last night. 'There will lie tin hnokmaking. t’ro 
fessioital gamblers will Is- prevented from operating. 
There will tic no betting ring and no organized spec 
ulattou. No revenue of any kind will tie derived 
froru the betting element. Individuals who obey 
tlie law by betting privately among themselves will 
not lie molested, Imt persons who attempt to violate 
the aiiti-tiookuiakillg statutes will lie arrested and 
prosecuted. Tlie geutleuien who have subscribed the 
fund to guarantee valuable turf prizes do not favor 
wholesale gambling or betting. They are anxious 
to restore racing to popularity without depending 
uisiii betting for assistance. A fair trial under new 
conditions is asked, for we believe that tin- sport 
can lie conducted without offending tlie general 
public.’ ” 

Concerning tlie purchase of Aqueduct stock by 
James Butter, tin- Morning Telegraph says: 

■'Janies Butler lias become a stockholder in the 
Aqueduct race course, tlie home of the Queens 
County Jockey Club. Yesterday lie completed tin* 
purchase of 500 shares from David Holland and lie 
liecomes tin- second largest individual stockholder in 
the property. There are 4.00(1 shares and of that 
amount the Brooklyn Jockey Club, of which Philip 
J. Dwyer is tlie controlling spirit, holds 2.200 shares. 

“For a considerable time a big real estate con- 
cern lias been endeavoring to obtain the Aqueduct 
track for tin- purisiso of cutting it tfli into building 
lots. Imt Mr. Dwyer lias steadfastly refused to sell. 
Tlie association of Mr. Butler in the iiropcrty makes 
tlie real estate chance now even more remote and 
the famous track bids fair to remain in the recog- 
nized circuit of thoroughbred race tracks of Long 
Island indefinitely. In addition to tlie race track 
proper the holdings of the tracks are considerable. 
Tlie course itself is a mile and three furlongs in cir- 
cumference and it is a tract that is particularly 
valuable. 

"One reason for Mr. Dwyer holding to tlie prop 
city is the fact that Gravesend, the course of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club, is inevitably doomed as a 
race track, l-’or several years this track has been 
crowd i-d by tin- thickly settled neighborhood until 
its value as residence proiierty outweighs its value 
as racing proiierty. There have been frequent stories 
of its being cut up into lots. Imt they have each 
time met witli a denial, imt now, with Aqueduct 
within suck easy reach of Manhattan, it is prop 
able that the last Brooklyn Handicap lias been rim 
at Gravesend. 

“Tlie association of Mr. Butler in tlie Aqueduct 
track Is right along tin- lines of bis other ventures 
in racing. He is largely interested in the Mexican 
race course at Juarez, is the virtual owner of the 
Yonkers track of the Empire City Racing Associa 
tion and has various other interests in the sport. 
But a few days ago lie bought tin- entire thorough- 
bred yearling output of tin- estate of tin- late James 
It. Keene for $60,000, and lie still remains faithful 
to the trotting horse. 

. “in tin- announcement of tin- return of racing tlie 
Yonkers track as well as Aqueduct were not m-n 
tinned in the allotment of racing time, hut it is 
known that Imth Mr. Dwyer and Mr. Butler are 
eager to conduct a meeting. Tills would make it 
appear Well-nigh certain that both tin- Yonkers 
course and that on Long Island will throw their 
gates open iu tlie fa!!. 

"The substitution of Jamaica for Aqueduct in tin- 
spring and summer dates tiiat have been decided 
upon is easily understood. Aqueduct is essentially 
a fall nr spring track, and tin- satin- might In- saiil 
of Yonkers. Racing after the heat of summer is 
much more desirable at both of these courses in 
September, and it is a pretty safe guess that Imth 
will lie in the picture before the end of tlie Now 
York racing eason of 1913.” 

There have been steady improvements made at 
tlie Aqueduct track since its construction in 1894. 
Originally known as a “merry-go-round." it is now 
a mile anil three-eighths iu circuit, with a start at 
tin- head of the baekstroteh for races at one mile 
and a quarter. A new field stand was Imilt there 
only a year or two before hostile legislation stopped 
the sport. The old grandstand was added to. Imxi-s 
nut in. tin- cluli house enlarged, and tlie emir. sc- at 
the time racing was suspended was declared by 
John Huggins to lie one of the best lie ever saw. 
The long homestretch tended to insure truly run 
i aces. 

BUILDING OF D0RVAL PARK TO BEGIN. 

Montreal. Qne.. April 7. — Work on the u«-w racing 
plant at Dorval wilt In- commenced at once, 
according to tin- statement of S. N. Holman, who 
is in charge of the venture. There is little or no 
grading to lie done, so that work on tlie buildings 
will likely he the first taken up. D is tlie intention 
of tlie Dorval Dark and Amusement Company to 
have the plant ready for racing by the first of July 
next. Two running meetings and a harness meeting 
will lie given. Joseph A. Murphy, of St. Louis, 
who is to tie tin- managing director during tlie run- 
ning meetings, will be in Montreal tin- latter part of 
tin- month.’ lie will represent tin- dub at tin- next 
meeting of tin- Canadian Racing Associations, when 
affiliation will be sought as well as dates for the 
fall meeting.

Only two first 
choices scored and the layers had no cause for com 
plaint. Colonel Cook, which was taken out of a 
selling race by C. C. Smithson tlie other day. won 
for Ids new owner at tlie first asking. He was one 
of six starters in the Lynnhaven Hotel Handicap, 
tin- day’s feature. lie showed a strikingly good 
performance, coming from behind and easily dispos- 
ing of the speedy Hoffman in the stretch racing.

James McCormick's good old campaigner, Glorifier. 
The idol was ridden by jockey Butwell, who gave 
Ills mount a rousing finish and ls-at the odds on 
favorite. Miss Waters. The latter broke slowly and 
the gap she was forced to close in the first sixteenth 
told at the end ami site weakened.

He is ont of 
the mare Helen Print, which some years ago was a 
frequent winner on western tracks. 

THE ENGLISH RACING OUTLOOK. 

So far as can lie judged, there is every prospect 
of tin- Hat racing season lieing a satisfactory one. 
There ate as many horses in training as there usii 
ally are. and at present t here would appear to lie 
in* deartli of owners, though in this direction a dis- 
cordant note has lieen struck by the intimation 
that the Duke of Devonshire will sell off not only 
his horses in training, hut iiis breeding stock either 
before or lifter the racing year is at an end. This 
announcement, should it prove to lie true, is a 
matter for deep regret, for the turf is all the better 
for the support of great territorial magnates such 
as tin- Duke of Devonshire is. and in these days 
I here are nof ton many of I Item. At one time 
(lie nobility and the untitled land owning class were 
the chief supporters of the turf, lutt other times 
other owners, aud now it is the successful financier. 
Hie commercial magnate, or the Suiilh African mil- 
lionaire who pays tin* high prices at the sales, or 
who breeds largely and enters his horse* freely. 
We have also a fair number of American owners 
running horses in this country from time to time, 
and. though it is said Hint there is to be a resump- 
tion of racing in tin- United States this year, it is 
hardly likely that there will lie —at present — any 
falling off in the number of American horses which 
arc io tie found running in this country. As usual 
at the beginning of tin* season, there is a certain 
amount of grumbling and there would appear to be 
a party — probably a very small one — who would like 
to see professional sti|*eiidiar.v stewards displace 
lliose who have done the work gratuitously ever since 
the sport litis been under the care of the Jockey Club. 
In all probability Hie demand is not. a serious one. 
and lias no force liehind it. blit there are always 
people in every branch of sport who think things 
eau tie better managed than they are, and who are 
inclined to object to the existing rules — London 
Field.

A GOOD WORD FOR THE THOROUGHBRED. 

Under the caption "The Thoroughbred Is a Su 
periyr Horse for Saddle Purposes,” the Canadian 
Sportsman in its last issue commented editorially as 
follows : 

"The enormous amount of matter that has ap- 
peared recently in turf journals and live stock papers 
regarding army remounts has l*ci-n prompted by tin.- 
great scarcity of horses that are suitable for army 
purposes, and the question as to which is the l*est. 
the thoroughbred nr tin* trotter, to breed the rc 
qiiireil type for the government, has drawn many 
aide writers into print. .Many of these scribes have 
liecoine prejudiced against tin- thoroughbred horse, 
aud have forgotten all his notable qualities in their 
endeavor to prove the superiority of the trotting 
breed. They have accused Ids sup|M>rters of grasp 
lug ibis npport unity to awaken t lioroiiglibrcd racing 
interests that have laid dormant since the adverse* 
legislation of P.I0S. 

'YY'e represent Itntli the trotter and the thorough 
bred and are prejudicial against neither. YY'e stand 
on neutral ground and claim tin- thoroughbred horse 
the I icst for siring cavalry horses if crossed with the 
proper inures. lie is naturally a saddle hors*- aud of 
greater endurance and speed than the trotter. Ib- 
is a horse of fiery nature and great caution must be 
I exercised in selecting mares to mate with him. if 
bred to strictly thoroughbred marcs the colts would 
naturally iuheril the thoroughbred ehiiraeterist ies and 
the majority of them would Is* Us* highly strung 
or finely moulded fur cavalry purisises. That is not 
the class of mares experienced horsemen would choose 
when breeding army remounts from thoroughbreds. 

I They would cross the thoroughbred stallion with 
tile standard bred mare, or the half-bred mare, and 
the mating would In most eases give them a large, 
strong and lianly saddle horse with plenty of speed 
and great endurance. This horse is classed as a 
hunter ami his kind :u * - very scarce and valuable, 
lie is a Imrse of good <lls|x*sftion. up to carrying a 
lot of weight and superior for saddle purposes to 
anything that could hi? hied by mating standard 

breds. 

“The stanilard-bred is a driving horse, and is as 
much out of Ills element when put tinder saddle as 
is the thoroughbred between the shafts, or course 
there are exceptions: there are thoroughbreds that 
make ideal driving horses anil similarly there arc 
standard broils that make tine saddle horses, but we 
are speaking in a collective sense. In our opinion 
the thorough hred hoist* is the proper horse front 
| which to breed army n-mounts, and in view of t lie 
great scarcity of suitable cavalry horses in the 
states, it is urgent that the ban on racing be lifted 
and the thoroughbred sustained. 

"While on litis subject we cannot help making 
mention of a long and rather interesting article 
written for our esteemed contemporary. The Trotter 
and I'tteer. by Dr. J. YV. Day, a veteran horseman, 
who many years ago took part in the American 
Civil YVitr. Dr. Day lias had a long experience with 
both the trotters ami the thoroughbreds and chiefly 
because of that fact we arc surprised with some u‘f 
tin* statements lie makes. He relates the story of 
riding a little trotting mare in Ids boyhood days 
twelve miles in thirty-three minutes and on the 
journey fording a river in which l*olh lie and the 
mare barely escaped being drowned. lie concludes 
the story by saying: 

“ 'No thoroughbred living could have raced that 
mart* that day. and she came out all right ant! I 
rode Iter for another year. Tims 1 know by experi- 
ence that the trotting-hrod horse is the gamest 
saddle horse In the world, anil I saw thousands d 
them besides my little mare.’ lie then continues: 
•I believe in my heart that if the Grand Oircn t 
should oi»eti one race per week down the line for a 
certain number of trotters, and an equal number of 
thoroughbred runners to race in the same old-fash- 
ioned rut. as some of the people are demanding that 
we should race, three in five with no limit, that 
with all tin* scoring that we do. and tin* race cur- 
ried to the end. more trotters would win the races 
all down the line than the thoroughbreds. You 
would see the sickest lot of quitters among the thor- 
oughbreds by the time tln-.v had scored ten or 
twelve limes each heat, and carried the race to the 
finish, than you have ever seen In a race of trot- 
ters.’ 

"Granting that Dr. Day's inarc Yvns timed cor- 
rectly we must admit that she was an animal pos- 
sessing speed and great endurance. Tin* doeto. 
sttites that her darn 'was by Black llawk 5 and tve 
presume that Iter sire was also by a horse of ancient 
breeding. They were back close to their ancestors, 
tin- thoroughbreds, from which the trotter originally 
sprang and this little mure, in* doubt, carried in her 
veins a goodly infusion of thoroughbred blood. Ail 
our old-time trotters that were bred close up to 
tin- runners were, almost without exception, horses 
•>f great endurance. So it is today, the horse with 
a strong infusion of thoroughbred blood is invariably 
found to be very tough, and sometimes erratic. 

“YY'e cannot understand on what foundation Dr. 
Day makes his claim that the trotter can endure 
tfiorc than the thoroughbred, when enduram-e is lie- 
very power for which Die thoroughbred horse :s 
noted, ll would Is* hard to convince us and thou- 
sands of race goers how any standard bred ever 

l>nsltteed could stay with our fleetest steeplechasers 
over it course of four miles. There is only an odd 
standard bred that lias the required siteed to stay 
witli Die t lion Highbred at any stage of the race, 

aud wc do imt believe there was ever one foaled 
that would stand tin* pace. The standard bred is 
a good game horse at bis own way of racing amlj 
tin* most useful Imrse in the world, but when i: 

eoiiies to a test of endurance under saddle he is n-i! 
in a class with t lie thoroughbred. Think of sin-li 
horses as Sotcmia. Highhridge. OLimbiila. Jimmy 
Lane. Good and Plenty. Plate Glass, Hylas. Jack 
Atkin, etc. If these thoroughbreds were not horses 
of remarkable courage and endurance, we do no: 
know the meaning of the terms.” 

JAPANESE JOCKEY A DISAPPOINTMENT. 

Some years since Mr. von Szemere tried the ex- 
periment of importing Japanese riders and training 
llieui as jockeys. Tile idea seemed good, as the .laps 
are not given to bodily bulk save the few who In- 
come professional wrestlers. The essay does not 
appear to have been successful in the ease if 
Akaslii. wlm promised at one time to do credit to 
the acumen of Air. von Szemere. who argued n 
favor of the skill of the Japanese in imitation, -md 
their native frugal habits in the question of food 
Akaslii lias found that western civilization appreei 
ales the art professed by Brillnt-Savarin. and the 
excellent daily .fare in the jockeys' room at 1 1 ■ 
establishment of Mr. von Szemere lias tickled hi* 
palate. De lias thriven on the change of diet, and 
[ taken on so much flesh that in* cannot ride the re 
quired weight. As a coni|iensation. he lias learned 
! to speak Hungarian like a native, and expresses hts 
intention of remaining in the stables two or three 
.'ears longer so as to perfect his education before re- 
turning to Die land of the rising sun. where he wi'l 
establish himself as trainer, bringing with him all 
t lie knowledge be has gleaned in the west. He max 
be found even yet as the trainer of the Tokio Derby , 
for it is said that some exports have been made f 
bloodstock of late for the Imperial stud, and that 
tint-racing is held in great esteem in a country 
where to the European visitor at the time of war 
with China the founder of the hippie race might 
well have lieen the famous horse of Troy. — London 
Sportsman.
